Commente The View Nam FhuceQuoceLlongeMinh-Hoi hag recently ren 
venerged at Canton upon the Indochinese political scene. <A review of the 
past histcry of the PhuceQuoe and its aasoclations is necessary in order 


oto understand the developnent of tha prasent organizations) 


‘A. BACKGROUND AND HIStory 


— During ‘the first World War the revolutionary movements in Indochina were 
“8elatively small. It was during the pevicd 1919-1930 that a real consel- 
Adation of revolutionary doctrine took olace in Indechinase The movements 
became more political than sentimental, Three principal parties emerged 
‘dn Indochina: ‘the Viet Nam Quoc~Dan«Dany, (Viet Nam Nationalist Party) 3 

he Thanh«Nien-Dang (Youth Party): and ‘she Tui-Viet-Dang (New Viet Nan 
Party). Ati this time the QDI vapresentad thu petite bourgeoisie and a’ 

rt.of the intellectual elite. The IN? xrapresented the proletariat and 
@ part of the peasantry. The TVD inclujed various elements but ié dis~ 
preared from the political scene in 1940, 


Among the ‘expatriates in China the sttission developed along sonewhat 
different. lines. A large nunber of perties wera created by the expat 
riates under titles similer to those at previously existing parties in 
Indochina , but not necessarily with any close connection wi th theme The 
"nost important of the parties organized by the expatriate elements were

Comment. ‘The following paragraph conteins speculations on futura 
political develoments made sy Vuong Minh Son, spokesman for the Phuc-Quoo 
in Canton. They are indisaative cf the views of the Fhuc-Quoc. ) 
The Phuc-Quo: recomgniftes that there is a confused balance between ths French 
and the Viet Minh in [ndechina, end that the Tieb Minh controls almost all 
the anti-French resistancs. However, the Viet Minh is Communist-cortrolled 
and therefore cannot hope for support from such foreign powers as ths United 
States; Navertholess, evary Vietaamese ,urt be anti-French and his Pirst 
duty, ne matter who be is, is to resist the prench. But Indochina cannot 
exist in a veewn. Ver posi'sion depends first upon the situation of her 
great neighbor, Chin:, and second on the international situation, China is 
tern by a civil war vetwean the Kuomintang and the Communists; and the world 
is torn by a eimiliz:, but undeclared, conflict betweer. the United states and 
the Soviet Union. <inee Indochina is geographically nearest that part of 
Chine whers the Sucninteanzg is corsaratively strongest and is also in the 
fmerican sphere of internaticral interest, Indochine must woo both the Kuo-~ 
mintang and the ‘vited Staies. Although it is of primary interest for every 
Vietnamese to be imti-Freach, ihe attitude of Indochina toward China is, in 
soma ways, more /mportent tien ita attitude toward tha French. lsgardless of 
which side wins ‘n China, iho winning side will be anti»French, If the 
Communists win, do~-Chi-Miah will be complete master of the situation in 
Indochina. in ‘hat case the PhuceQuoe will"bow to the wil’ of: the people”. 
if the Kuovintong wins, Hs will automatiszally disappear before such a power~ 
ful enemy and the Kuomintarg would help the Fhuc-Guoe expel the French. 
if there is ® compromise “etwesn the Communists and the Kuomintang jn China, 
there eva be u similar understanding between Ho and the Phuc-Guoe in Indo» 
china vad the twe ean cooverats to axel thea French. 


Aftey its re-emergence, tre first task of the Phuc-Quoe was a diplometic ons. 
Thig task, 2n its initiel poese, was divided into three parcvs:

The second task of the Phue-.uoc was an or;anizational one. It is dividad

ae fo establish a Central Committee. fhe Central Commi Gtee is now 
funeticning in Cantone Ii is located at YuteHua Road ( #* = TR ) 
No. 123, first floor, Canton. ‘The honorary President is ‘Prince Cuong De, in 
absentia. Tha active President is Hoang~Hame-Hung. The spokesman is Vuong 
Minh Son. Other nanves rs anclude Fhan Trong Doan, Truong Anh Nehia, Fran 
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Boi Long, and Hang (fnu). 


+, ‘fo reunite the foruer members of the Phuc-Quos and rally them around 
cueng 4s. Reestablish contact with Mad Van Thong in Siem, with Nong Quoc Long 
in Langson, and with Ngo Dinh Diem in Saigon. Progress is now bein, made in 
this raspect. 


eo, To recruit new pe.cty members and soldiers. ‘frogress in this respect 
is being made. ‘The Centre Conmictes is sending representatives to various 
yegions for this purpose. Recruitment is done at the expense, to some extent, 
of pro-Viet Minh and pro-{rench elements, but perhaps chiefly at the expense 
of adherents of the DMH evd the QpD. 


do fo recruit sympatiizers among Vhinoss who were formerly residents of 
Incochina. fhe most promi; ng section of this group are those wno were fine 
anclally ruined or otherwise eeriously injured by the French and yet not 
accepted by the Vie™ Mink and those who wore ruined or injured by tac Viet 
Minh. The Phuc-Quos's pr neipal contset man for this purpose is Lin Ptun 
( 2 .- ). Liu Plun was in charge of a small and rather ineffective "Sino- 
Viesnameasa Friendship Asgsciation” under the auspices of the Viet Minh in 
Canton in early 1947. ts was later abandoned by the Viet Minh. This part 
of the Phuc-Quoe's plan is a long-term one with the purpose of establishing 
sympathetic olements thoughout Mwantbung and Kwangsi. 


e. he Phuc-Quoc ‘s in contact with a Ghinese society cslisd Hong Men, 
“aad Gate’ ( “rz |] js Fhis society has a sort of ovtward religious app~ 
earance, but ig in reality the i-strument of certain “hinese fendal lords. Like 
so mary Chinese societies, it partly pelitieal and partiy bricand. Its 
reiigious aspect ia fr the purpose c* obtaining contributions from Jversoas 
Catiness. Ths Phuc-.'4oc’s principal contacs is with the leader of the Kwengsi 
section of the Red date, a rich mn of iduehow named K'vang Yan Fu (#9 47 ~ ). 
He is about 7% yerrs old and was a close associate of Sun Yat Sen. de has 
wadertaken 40 rerruit Chinese troops and so place them at the disposal of the 
PhuceQuoc for ar eventual attack in Indochina. This project is still in the 
early stages, :

presents unknown. [RRB Comrent. Some speculations mey be useful in orcer 
to gauge she impertance of th: Phue-Quoc. Are they mere profitecrs ond "husi- 
résé men in polisics", or do tisy constitute a serious political movement? 
Their past history. during ths Sino-Japanese war, suggests that they may be 
more profiteers thrzn politicians. At present, they are much waaler than 
would appear from reading their propagande. in their published propegande.
